The Nij-s here are having (food 
"When we left Louisa all the good peo 
pie there treated us awfully nice. I'lfi 
candy we got 'hero did us a week. May 
be some got candy and si me not, bi 
when we sot here wtv all ate it togeth 
*r. We treat each c-ttur here liaV 
brothers They are all alike. Nobody la 
better than some one else. 

When we got to Ashland they fur 
mined us u fire lunch. You can call u 
"lunch" if you want'to, but seme of us 
never did see such a lunch— a big shoe 
box full of food, fruit and all kindi oi 
good things. And another thing, tr-o, be 
fore we left Louisa I telephoned my 
sister at Ashland and she met me it 
the train with a big basket full of al 
kinds of good •hlngs I think it must 
have weighed forty pounds We at-.' 
on it until we got lear to Lexington. 

We thought the train was going to 
ntop at Lexington, but it did not Big 
Sandy boys met a gi'ng of negro* s Just 
below the depot and the boys com- 
menced hollering and screaming They 
made so much noise It would have pu 
life into dead horses. 

When one o'.d horse beside the track 
heard It he started to run and ran for 
about half a mile, taking the wa^on 
with him -leht along beside the train, 
He kept ngl.t along with us, but at 
last he met another horse and wagon 
when they got all mixed up together, 
each trying to go his way and fire fly 
lng ever , way, and so we left tiiem In 
that Ox. The last thing we saw was the 
fire Tying. 

When we got to Lojlsvllle It was 
9:20 at night and all we could bear 
was the boys yelling. About six miles 
farther on we came to Camp Ta>lor. It 
<s south from the city. It se-.-med lik^ 
thev marched us around for several 
miles before we at last got to our quar 
ters. We then .'iad to get o-t and link.: 
o»r beds and gel our sui p By tha' 
time !t was about two o clock before v.e 
got to bed. Everything was kir.dlp 
strange to ;he boys for a dayor two, 
but now they are having a sood time. 
We trade a collection of about $'5 and 
bought u couple of balls and bats and 
two tontbal's, .ind the hoyB tune a great 
time pKvIng with them. We have plen 
ty of time for play.' Our officers are 
fine fellows and treat us well. TLej art 
all the time saying IQ us "keep clean " 
Thoy want each fellow <o take a bath 
at least twice a w,!ek We have p gooi 
bed to sleep on ard plenty to eat They 
drill us aboul four hours each day, in 
fnr. We have r.ot received our uni 
forms yet, but {hlnk we shall In a da,- 
or two. Then we shall drill 8 hour 
a day, and that will be stout all w< 
shell want to. So thought I would 
write to all the people In Lawrence 
county bef jre ! got too busy. 

On Wednesday and Saturday we ha\e 
half a day off and all day Sunday. Oi: 
Sunday Harry Roberts rnd 1 go to 
Sunday school and clu rch at the Y 
M. C. A. Some of the other boys g > 
and a great many rf them do not yet 
Maybe the> v. II later. We only have 
to go about U.O yards from ou: J»r 
racks. So you see It Is very handy 
have fine Sunday school and meetings. 
Last Sunday Mr Tl ompson of Louis- 
ville preached a good sermon aid to- 
day Rev. W Y. Davis of the lYesby 
terian Church of Louisville preached to 
us It certainly was a fine sermon 
.Afterward he said. "listen to me, boys.' 
And he began on the following: Title,

Camp Taylor. October 14. 1»17. 
To all who wou'd like to hear from 
the Lawrence county buy*: 

The hoys here are having good times. 
When we left Louisa all the good peo 
pie there treated us awfully nice. Th 
candy w e got I her* diti us a week. May 
l>e gome sot candy and s< me not, bi.l 
w.. -ii we got here w>. all ate it togeth- 
er. Wo t'.-eat each othir here a., 
lirothera They are all alike. Nobody Is 
belter than some one else. 

When we Rot to Ashland they fur 
-malted ua « fire lunch. You can call a 
"lunch" If you want to, but acme of us 
never did. see such a lunch— a big shoe 
box full of food, fruit and all kind-* ol 
good things. And another thing, tro, be 
fore we left Loulaa I telephoned my 
sister at Ashland and she met me u 
the train with a hlg basket full of al 
kinds of good things I think It must 
have weighed forty pounds. \\ e at'.' 
on It until we got I ear to Lexington. 

V/e thought the train waa going to 
atop at Lexington, but it did not. Big 
Sandy boys met a gt>ng of negro* a just 
below the depot and the boya com 
menced hollering and screaming They 
made sc much noise It would have put 
life Into dead horses. 

When one o'.d horse beside the trarii 
heard it he started to run and ran f 
about half a mile, taking; the wanton 
with him light along beside the train, 
lie kept light along with us, but at 
last he met another horse and wagonj 
when they got all mixed up tog-ether, 
each trying to go his way and fire fly- 
ing even-way, and so wo l»ft them I 
that fix. The last thing we saw was the 
fire flying. 

When we got to Louisville It was 
9:20 at night and all we could hen 
was the boys yclllnejr'Wicnit six miles 
farther on we came to Camp Ta>lor. It 
Is south from the city. It sevmed like 
they marched us around for several 
miles before we at last got to our quar 
ters. We then hnd to get out and mike 
our beds and sot our supper By tha< 
time it was about two o clock before we 
got to bed. Everything was kindip 
strarge to ;he boys for a da vol two, 
but now they are having a good timi 
We r-.ade a collection of about $'5 and 
bought a couple of balls und hats and 
two lootbaMs, and the boys have a great 
time pl-.ving with them. We huve plen 
ty of time for play. Our officers are- 
fine fellows ond treat us well. TI.ey are 
all the time saying to us "keep clean 
They want each follow to take u batl: 
at least twice a week We have i> goof 
bed to sleep on ard plenty to eat They 
drill us about four hours each day 
fur. We hnvo not received our um 
forms vol, but flunk we shall in a day 
or twe>. Then we shall dill! 8 hour* 
a day, and that will be aLout ull we 
annll w.-int to. So thought I would 
write to all the people in Lawrence 
county befjre I got too busy. 

On Wednesday and Saturday we have 
half a day off and all day Sunday. Oi: 
Sundf>y Harry Roberta rnd I go to 
Sunday school rind chi roh at the \ 
M. C. A. Some of the other boys g 
and a groat many of them do not yet 
Maybe the) w II later. We only have 
to go about 100 yards from our bar 
racks. So you see it la very handy vVo 
have fine Sunday school and meetings. 
Last Sr.nday Mr Tl ompson of Louis 
vili ■ preached a good sermon and to- 
day Rev. W Y. Pa vis of the I'resby 
terian Church of Louisville preached to 
us It certainly waa a fine sermon 
Afterward he said. -'Listen to me* boys. 
And he begun on the following: Title,

"MUSTARD" GAS A DANGER 



Victims Are Subject to Distressing Pe- 
riods of Depression Even at Time 
of Convalescence — England's 
Countryside Delights Visitors. 

London.— Perhnps tilt predominating ; 
impression of the visitor to the camp 
"tomewhere In England" of American I 
troopa on their way to take part In i 
the treat war la born of the convlc- 1 
tion of their complete happiness 
coupled with their uiliiptnhlllty to their 
new surroundings. 

Two days after disembarking from 
ehlps that so succ essfully defeated the 
moat aggressive tcctlca of the U-boata 
during the voyage from the United 
BUtea coast enough of the slnlwurts 
to make a brave showing and gladden 
the hearts of their English nllles as 
an earnest of the preparation* we are 
making at home were as comfortably 
settled In camp as If they bad been 
these two years. 

A party of American correspondent*" 
visiting the new arrivals as guests of 
the foreign office were made homesick 
by conversation with them. They were 
found enjoying all of the Comfort* of 
a well established camp ranging from 
the soft drinks dispensed at the V. If, 
C. A. canteen to the sociability of n 
Singsong nhotit the piano In a plens- 
afltly arranged assembly tent.

England's Countryside a Dream. 

"It's all so trim and nent — this coun- 
tryside — that one can scarcely believe 
It's real." was the way a soldier from 
the vicinity of the Itockles In Com- 
rado put It. "Of course, It would 
cause no wonder In a Helnsco piny to 
see such a vista of miles of hcuutlful 
countryside, of rolling pastures sur- 
rounded by evenly trimmed miniature 
hedges, the whole so clean and even 
and egact that one searches In vain to 
see something out of place. We thought 
the railways on which we traveled 
were compared with ours at home, just 
too cute! When I come to think of 
It though, we traveled about as fast 
aa we wanted to ride anywhere, and 
about as comfortably, too." 

The same Impressionable visitor was 
promptly beginning to exercise himself 
lest he should not have nn opportunity 
before being sent to the front to see 
some of the nooks nnd corners of Lou- 
don hnllowt-d as the haunts of fnmous 
men. 

"I don't mind spilling my blood on 

the fields of Ruropa for fr lorn." he 

said, "but 1 don't want lo do thai be- 
fore seeing where Shake-pearc trod the 
stage of bis Bouthwark theater, where 
Doctor Johnson nnd his circle of lit- 
erary lights dined In Fleet street, 
where Charles Lamb and his sister 
lived, the haunts of Dickens, of Gold- 
smith, and the window In Whltehnll 
from which Charles I walked to be be- 
headed. 

"Then, of course, I wouldn't think 
of passing-forward to contaminate my- 
aelf ^fjafmoclntlnn with the Germans 
s/Telflrr battle, if I had my wny. before 
seeing the Tower of London and West- 
minster abbey. There are. Indeed, a 
lot of things 1'vo had In my mind Hint 
books don't tell, nnd that I want to 
find out for myself, anyhow." 

Hear Tales of Boer War. 

Under a perfect sky nnd warm snn- 
shlne many of the men were lolling 
about the camp on the greensward 
rending hooks provided by the Ameri- 
can Y. M. 0. A. when not drilling or 
exploring the surrounding country, to 
permit which the bounds of the camp 
had been fixed on a liberal scale. 

In an adjoining camp occupied by 
South African troopa, the Americans 
enjoyed long conversations with vet- 
erans of the South African war and 
were particularly Interested while get- 
ting their stories of that stubborn 
fight put up by the Boers to find that 
as many of them had fought then 
against England as fought under the 
Union Jack. 

This accidental association of Amer- 
icans with the South Africans in the 
next camp proved profitable as well aa 
interesting, for the colonials were the 
first troopa with actual experience In 
action In the war with whom our men 
came In contact Naturally they pick- 
ed op many valunble tlpe concerning 
the essentials of trench warfare aa 
well as the tricks of the Buna. 

One of the Germans' latest tricks 
with gas was described by a soldier 
who spoke from experience. This la 
the so-called "mustard" gas shell. It 
la shot from a mortar nnd, exploding 
within a radius of between 26 and 60 
feet from a trench, leaves Its occu- 
pants with a lasting Impression of the 
meaning of "hot stuff." 
"Mustard" Victims Suffer Long. 

The fumes penetrate both outer 
clothing ond underwear almost Instan- 



taneously, though the hot and burning 
smart of the akin that follows Is some- 
what mercifully dulled by the 
blunting of the senses that follow 
Inhalation of the fumes. Victims of 
the "mustnrd" bombs are subject to 
distressing periods of depression, even 
at the time of convalescence. Their 
nerves seem to hnve been shattered 
completely beyond control. 

Two broad-shouldered Australians of 
giant stature, victims of "mustard" 
bombs, were found almost weeping 
from homesickness, due to their symp- 
tomatic depression by a fellow coun- 
tryman In Trafalgar square. In London 
while on leave recently. They were 
soon Induced to take a more cheerful 
view of matters and explained to their 
temporary host at dinner that the feel- 
ing against which they had been fight- 
ing was that they didn't have a friend 
In the world. 

On the whole the voyages of our 
most recently arrived contingents 
were cpmpurutlvely free from subma- 
rine attack. In the sense of the actual 
firing of torpedoes, though severul 
ships were compelled to fight off U- 
boats. In one Instance a destroyer 
convoying a troopship was firing at a 
submarine on one side while a second 
undersea craft appeared or was de- 
tected near by the destroyer. There 
was reason to believe that the water 
iKimb drop|H.-d by Uie destroyer at the 
second submarine waa effective in its 
object.

He knows all 
about the air businesa, hus taught 
other men to ily and to fight and has 
himself a highly creditable record of 
bringing dowu Ilun pluncs. He knows 
all Hi. stars of tho French service uud 
many of the British. 

He paid high tribute to the German 
Hying machines, observing repeatedly 
that the procession of German Im- 
provements in planes und engines 
moves so swiftly tliut the allies are 
all compelled to hustle constantly to 
keep from being outdistanced. When- 
ever the French nnd British catch up 
with German construction the Germans 
produce something new and still bet- 
ter. 

Work With Lana Forces. 

Equnlly Important, be declures, the 
British have much the most accurate 
notion of what the Hying service Is 
oboilt. They co-ordiunte It with their 
military operations most effectively. 
They hnve less fear of the dally report 
of compurutlve losses on both sides. 
They use the ulrcruft for certuln spe- 
cific purposes; when the bit of infor- 
mation that Is wanted is accounted of 
more value than the chance of losing 
some machines, why the British 
ice goes after the lufonnation. 

At the end of the duy it may be 
necessary to make a report admitting 
that more British than Germun ma- 
chines were lost; but what of that? 
The needed observation was taken, or 
the highly importunt photograph wus 
secured. 

"The British operate their service 
not with a view to saving their ma- 
chines, nut with a notion of uvoldlng 
dangers, us much as possible ; especial- 
ly not with the Idea that to lose more 
machines than the enemy loses is u 
showing of inferiority, a sign of de- 
feat . 

"Tho British aviators are not spoiled 
with luudutlon nnd heroics. They re- 
gard themselves very much us so 
many Tommies In the •trenches do. 
Their business Is to go up when they 
are told and get what they ure sent 
for | Just as Tommy's business is to 
hung on till hades freezes when he's 
attacked, and to go over and never stop 
When he's ordered to attack. Neither 
one of them feels particularly enthu- 
siastic about his Job ns a means to 
winning honors or distinction; he 
doesn't think much about that part of 
it He attends strictly to the Job. 

"It's .the sporting Instinct that makes 
these Britishers such good Hying men. 
They're the gruutcst daredevils In the 
business; do anything, and pet away 
with things the Boche wouldn't think 
of trying. They don't look on their 
work ns a great series of personal ud- 
ventures but as part of au organized 
mechanism with objects a good deal 
bigger nnd more important than the 
Interest of any one num. 

"So the British don't tnke so much 
Interest In the Individual feuts of prow- 
ess of favorable fliers. Air duelling Is 
not the ohJisH of flying. Tho object 
Is to get the Information one's seKt 
for and to get buck with it 

"As soon ns a flier crosses the line 
he must count on the great danger of 
being shot down by these guns us well 
as on tho chance of meeting an en- 
emy In the ulr and hnvlng to light him. 

Disrcqard Losses. 

"Of course nil tbls means losses, and 
when they've toted up at the end of 
the duy or week or month this part of 
the showing may Indicate that the 
Boche has had ull the best of It 

"But If there could be pitched Into 
the scale on the side of the British 
service tho results gained, the value 
of information gained nbout the en- 
emy und of information he has been 
prevented from gulning about our own 
lines, the showing of movements ac- 
curately plauned becnuse of superior 
Information, of positions taken or ar- 
tillery Are accurately placed, of sol- 
diers' lives saved because of better in- 
telligence nbout the enemy's weak 
places— then the showing would be a 
lot different 

"Suppose a set of photographs is 
needed by tho staff showing some sec- 
tion of the enemy's line perhaps a con- 
siderable distance back of the front 
To have thosajmotographs may decide 
whether a parfcular move Is to be un- 
dertaken and how ; so the airmen are 
sent after 'em. Maybe two or three 
will be brought down and their ma- 
chines smashed up; perhaps some be- 
hind the enemy's lines — possibly some- 
body will fly for the last time. The 
point is that if one camera ,gets back 
with the pictures wanted the thing hat 
been successful."

"1 don't mind spilling my Mood on 
the fields of Kurope for freedom," he 
aatd. "but I don't want lo do that be- 
fore seeing where Shakespeare trod the 
stage of his Ronthwark theater, where 
Doctor Johnson and his circle of lit- 
erary lights dined In Fleet street, 
where Churlcs Lamb nnd his sister 
Hvod, the haunts of Dickens, of Gold- 
smith, and the window In Whitehall 
from which Charles I walked to bo be- 
headed. 

"Then, of course, I wouldn't think 
Of pnsslnayforwnrd to contaminate my- 
aelf j^Bssorinthm with the German! 
fcveCTB battle, If I had my way, before 
seeing the Tower of London nnd West- 
minster abbey. There are, Indeed, a 
lot of tilings I've had In my tnlnd thnt 
books don't tell, and thnt I want to 
find out for myself, anyhow." 
Haar Tales of Boer War. 

Under n perfect sky and warm sun- 
shine many of the men were lolling 
about the camp on the groenswnrd I 
reading books provided by the Amerl- !

Germans Ahead as Builders, but Brit- 
ons Are Best Fliers — One Object 
Is to Bring Back Information 
Required by the Staff. 

London. — "There's only one air serv- 
ice In this war and It's the British. 
If that sounds like a bit of British 
swauk, why, It merely lan't 

It's the precise statement of the 
case which was uiudc the other day 
by un Aiuerlcuu airman who bus been 
during most of the war attached to 
the French uir service. He knows all 
about the air business, hus taught 
other men to fly aud to fight and has 
liimself a highly creditable record of 
bringing dowu I Inn planes. He knows 
all the stars of the French service und 
many of the British. 

lie puld high trlbuto to the Germnn 
flylug machines, observing repeutedly 
thut the procession of German Im- 
provements in planes und engines 
moves so swiftly thut the allies are 
all compelled to bustle constantly to 
keep from being outdistanced. When- 
ever the French and British catch up 
with German construction the Germans 
produce something new und still bet- 
ter. 

Work With Land Forces. 

Equally Important, he declures, the 
British have much the most nccurutc 
notion of whut the Hying service Is 
nboift. They co-ordinate It with their 
military operations most effectively. 
They have less fenr of the dully report 
of couipurutlve losses on both' sides. 
They use the aircraft for certain spe- 
cific pur(>oKt*s; when the bit of Infor- 
mation thut Is wanted Is accounted of 
more value than the chance of loslug 
some machines, why the British serv- 
ice goes after the luforuiutlon. 

At the end or the day It may be 
necessary to make a report admitting 
that more British than German ma- 
chines were lost; but what of that? 
The needed observation was tuken, or 
the highly lmportunt photograph wus 
secured. 

"The British operate their service 
not with a view to saving their ma- 
chines, not with a notion of avoiding 
dungcrs, us much as possible; especial- 
ly not with the Ideu that to lose more 
machines than the enemy loses Is u 
showing of Inferiority, a sign of de- 
feat . 

"The British aviators are not spoiled 
with luuilutlon aud heroics. They re- 
gard themselves very much as so 
many Tommies In the •trenches 1 do. 
Their business is to go up when they 
are told and get what they ure seiit 
for; Just aa Tommy's business Is to 
hang on till hades freezes when he's 
attacked, and to go over nnd never stop 
when he's ordered to attack. Neither 
one of, them feels particularly enthu- 
siastic about his Job as a means to 
winning honors or distinction; he 
doean't think much about thut part of 
It He alteudH strictly to the Job. 

"It's the sporting Instinct that makes 
these Britishers such good Hying men. 
They're the graelest daredevils In the 
business; do uuytblug, and get away 
with things the Boche wouldn't think 
of trying. They don't look on their 
work ns a great series of personal ad- 
ventures but as part of au organized 
mechanism with objects s good deal 
bigger and moro Important than the 
Interest of uny one man. 

"So the British don't take so much 
Interest In the Individual feats of prow- 
ess of fuvoruhle filers. Air duelling Is 
not the objisrt of flying. Tho object 
Is to get the Information one's seltt 
for and to get back with It 

"As soon ns a filer crosses the line 
he must fount on the great dauger of 
being shot dowu by these guns us well 
as on the chance of meeting an en- 
emy In the air nnd having to tight blm. 

Disregard Losses. 

"Of course nil tbls means losses, and 
when they've toted up at the end of 
the day or week or month this part of 
the showing may Indicate that the 
Boche has had all the best of It 

"But If there could bo pitched Into 
the scale on the side of the British 
service the results gained, the value 
of lnformutlon gained about the en- 
emy aud of informatlou he has been 
prevented from gululng about oar own 
lines, the showing of movements ac- 
curately planned because of superior 
Information, of positions taken or ar- 
tillery fire accurately placed, of sol- 
diers' lives saved because of better In- 
telligence about the enemy's weak 
placea— then the showing would be a 
lot different 

"Suppose a set of photographs Is 
needed by tho staff ahowlng some sec- 
tion of the enemy's line perhaps a con- 
siderable distance back of the front 
To have thosaphotogruphs may decide 
whether a parycular move la to be un- 
dertaken aud how; so the airmen are 
sent after 'em. Maybe two or three 
will be brought down and their ma- 
chines smashed up ; perhaps some be- 
hind the enemy's lines — possibly some- 
body will fly for the last time. The 
point Is thnt If one camera gets back 
with the pictures wanted the thing hat 
been successful."

Miss Melva Beatrice Wilson has 
spent her summers for eight consecu- 
tive years at work In Calvary ceme- 
tery, one of New York city's great- 
est cities of the dead. She has 
been engaged on the sculptural exte- 
rior and the mural Interior decoration 
of the mortuary chapel and mausoleum 
erected by Cardinal Farley for the 
prelates and priests of the urchdloctse 
of New York.

All ho- 
tels and restaurants hnve now been 
forbidden to use table cloths and nap- 
kins, or to furulsh more than one towel 
per day to any guest Bed sheets, pil- 
low cases, etc., must be used at least 
seven days before they s/e changed 
and WMted, even If the bed during 
this period Is used by different guests. 

The Vosslsche Zettung announces 
that after October 15 no permits for 
the purchuse of underclothing will be 
Issued to persons who own more than 
three shirts und two sets of under- 
wear. The manufacture und snle of 
night shirts and pajamas are to be 
stopped entirely.

UNIQUE TEST FOR 
LIBERTY ENGINE 

American Aviators Won't Have 
to Experiment While Flying 
Over Enemy. 



TWO PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 



United States Bureau of Standards 
Has Devised a Way to Reproduce 
the Conditions Found In High 
Altitudes. 

Washington.— The bnrean of stand- 
ards is erecting a little greenlsh-sniy 
concrete building on the edge of its 
grounds where one of the final chap- 
ters of America's preparations for 
aerial warfare will be written. The 
bureau declines to discuss what part 
It will play In the final design of the 
new "Liberty air engine" which the 
government Is expected to mount on 
all American airplanes for use hi the 
European war, but it has become 
known that before the final design of 
this engine Is approved It must under- 
go a few final tests In that liltle green- 
ish-gray building. 

There will be determined, under con- 
ditions almost Identical with condi- 
tions found at various altitudes, Just 
how an airplane engine performs 
when It gets so high that the air gets 
perceptibly thinner. It will be tested 
In a temperature down to freezing. 
Bringing High Altitude Down. 

The bureau building Is a tomhllke 
structure, full of delicate Instruments 
/which will have the effect of bringing 
the skies down to the earth, Insofar 
ns airplane conditions are concerned. 
It is Impractical to send an engineer 
aloft to watch the engine perform up 
there, so the bureau plans to bring 
the skies to the engine. 

Ever since the European war began, 
the aviators of the warring nations 
have been flying to astonishing heights 
!n the clear air of France. Altitudes 
of 10,000 feet are quite commonplace, 
and 20,000-foot flights no longer ex- 
cite wonder. Aviators must go up 
high, and they must have engines that 
will take them there, so the engine 
designers have been experimenting for 
the last three years with an engine 
that won't "smother" when It gets Into 
thin air. 

So far the allies have been unable, 
for various rensons, to make absolute- 
ly accurate tests. An engineer can go 
aloft In a plane, but he can't load In 
a ton or two of apparatus also and 
test out sparking efficiency, compres- 
sion density, horsepower delivery and 
all the other things that he should do. 
Being confronted with the necessity 
of making such tests, the bureau of 
standards experts figured out a 
method. 

The Two Problems. 

First, they argued, they must know 
Just what on airplane does at an 
altitude, say of 2G\000 feet. An engine 
that will perform perfectly at 10.000 
feet has a tricky habit of "Humbling" 
nnd missing Ignition when It gets an- 
other 10,000 feet higher, nnd the ex 
pert8 wanted toVobserve a. I Its uil- 
uients at that height. 

Secornl. they wanted some sort of 
a mechanical arrangement which 
would permit them to test untrie,! 
types of engines under conditions 6tm- 
ilur to conditions very high aloft, and 
to approve or condemn the perform- 
ance of these untried types. 

So they set to work to build a con- 
crete, tomb-like structure, about 10 
feet long by 6 feet wide and OH feet 
high. This concrete chamber was so 
constructed that It could be made a 
vacuum If necessary. The walls are 
12 Inches thick nnd tarred on the out- 
side. They needed thick walls be- 
cause at 20,000 feet altitude the ulr 
pressure Is dbout seveu pounds to the 
square Inch— about half the pressure 
at sea level. That meant that when 
the scientists got to duplicating air 
pressure at 20,000 feet the wulls hud 
to support an outside pressure of ulr 
equal to eight pounds to the squnre 
Inch. If the walls were not built thick 
they would crush In like paper. 
Either Hot or Cold. 

Then a complete hpntlng and re- 
frigerating plant was lnstulled so that 
when the four or six big fans which 
are to whirl the air over the engine at 
10 miles an hour start their gule It 
will be down to the temperature that 
one finds thousands of feet up. 

Into this ulr chamber they expect 
to put the engine type that Is to be 
tested, mounted so that It can tilt for- 
ward, backward or sidewlse. Just as it 
would behave in the air. 

As soon as everything Is ready the 
doors are locked and made airtight, 
and the engine Is started. When It 
starts, the air on the Inside of the 
chamber Is the same density as the 
outside air, but when the engine be- 
gins to suck In air to make explosions 
the Inside atmosphere rapidly becomes 
exhausted. The chamber Is provided 
with an Intake valve which will admit 
the air that Is needed. 

Observation Windows, 

The chamber Is also provided with 
glass windows, through which the ex- 
perts may watch Instruments which 
register the air pressure and the tem- 
perature of the chamber. By data se- 
cured In actual flights the bureau ex- 
perts know the exact density of the 
air at each of the various hundred 
foot levels. An ordinary aneroid ba- 
rometer would give this dutu only ap- 
proximately. When the euglne starts 
and begins consuming air on the In- 
side of the chamber the inside pres- 



sure begins to drop from IB pounds to 
the square Inch to "14 DOttodi, to 1." 
pounds, and so on, until It Ims reached 
a rarity that corresponds to a great 
height. 

As soon ns it reaches this rarity the 
Intake valve Is opened slightly, and 
only enough air Is admitted to take the 
place of the Inside air that the engine 
Is consuming. This, of course, keeps 
the pressure inside at the desired rar- 
ity, Hnd to all Intents and punsises 
the engine is now flying ut an altitude 
of 20,000 feet 

General Mobilization. 

As soon as the engine starts, other 
parts of the chamber's machinery start 
too. For instance, the exhaust begins 
to work. It would be utterly Imprac- 
ticable to discharge the gases from 
the engine Into the outside air through 
the ordinary exhaust pipe. With the 
air Inside nt seven pounds pressure 
and the outside air at 17 pounds the 
force of the outside pressure would 
Jam a great quantity of atmosphere 
back up the exhaust pipe* fill the 
chamber with fumes and smoke and 
reduce the Inside pressure to normal. 

To overcome this the experts de- 
signed a blower attachment which will 
suck the gases and fumes from the en- 
gine with a force sufficient to prevent 
ill.- ..i iide ulr from rushing In. Also, 
the funics uud gases will puss through 
pipes which spray Uiese gases with 
cold water, thus keeping down the 
temperature In the chamber. 

The actual horsepower performance 
of the engine can be determined with- 
out trouble. Every ounce of pull It 
generates Is transmitted to a big elec- 
tric generator on the outside, and the 
amount of electricity generated by the 
engine's power makes It perfectly sim- 
ple for the scientists to determiue 
when the engine is faltering. 

Through the glass doors of this con- 
crete chamber, th.' scientists will ob- 
serve the engine Itself or the Instru- 
ments attached, which will register 
every performance of that piece of 
mechanism. If It won't work In an 
air-pressure of seven |muuds to the 
Inch, that engine will never do for high 
observation work. 

Tests Pre-Compression Also. 

Broadly speaking, this Is the chief 
use to which that concrete chamber 
will be put. It has another use, how- 
ever. That is the testing of pre-com- 
presslon devices. It hns been found 
advisable to equip all alrplaues that 
are expected to attain great height— 
with a pre-compresslon attachment. 
This Is designed to gather and con- 
centrate a quantity of air and at the 
moment of each discharge of the cyl- 
inders. Inject it Into the cylinders to 
supplement the deficient sup 'y that 
the engine cun take through Its Intuke 
valves. 

There are many of these pre-com- 
presslon devices being offered to the 
j;ovi'niinciit. which at this time cannot 
be proven except under actual battle 
conditions, but with the use of the 
rorlfied nlr chamber at the bureau, the 
government experts can decide within 
u few moments the uselessness or 
value of the device.

"I want my principal," said the 
financier dryly.
